Memor- 
izing intensely is hard work and a 
period of rest should follow it. 


6. Review freshly memorized 


materials 
in order 
to reinforce 


them before there is much fading 
out. 


7. In the process of committing 


to memory or reviewing materials 
as great and extensive activity as 
ptfgsible is desired.
